In  the  last  issue,  I  unveiled  a  previously  unreported  bar  which  was 
struck  by  the  Letcher  Mint.  While  finding  the  "Spruce  Goose"  gave  me 
a  great  deal  of  personal  excitement  and  satisfaction,  I  think  the  discovery 
of  a  "standard"  Letcher  Mint  reverse  may  prove  to  be  the  greater  find... 
and  lead  to  further  speculations. 

One  such  speculation  was  that  the  unpictured  Continental  Bank  of  Phoenix 
and  City  of  Hayward,  CA  bars  might  feature  this  reverse.  As  it  turns 
out,  that  theory  was  half  right.  The  City  of  Hayward  bar,  pictured  here, 
does  indeed  share  our  standard  reverse.  The  Continental  Bank  of  Phoenix 
bar  has  the  bank's  logo(crest)  on  one  side  and  a  fifty  star  flag  similar 
to  the  Washington  Mint  designs  on  the  other.  My  thanks  to  club  member, 
Robin  Carlson,  who  was  kind  enough  to  send  me  xeroxes  of  the  Hayward  bar 
and  a  drawing  of  the  Phoenix  unit. 

The  mystery  is  unraveling,  but  somehow  I  still  doubt  that  we've  identified 
all  the  threads.  It's  been  established  that  Letcher's  involvement  with 
rectangles  was  limited  to  special  customer  issues,  an  area  in  which 
private  mints  are  traditionally  close-mouthed.  Of  those  we've  seen, 
most  have  blank  reverses,  some  have  custom  reverses,  but  only  two  have 
the  "standard"  reverse.  This  is  still  an  uncommonly  small  output  for 
a  mint's  stock  die.  Throw  in  the  fact  that  1974  was  a  prolific  year 
for  new  bars  and  it  wouldn't  surprise  me  a  bit  if  there  were  several 
more  Letcher  special  issues  waiting  to  be  found! 

If  you  find  one,  please  let  me  know  so  we  can  all  share  it!

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Murdered  dealer’s  daughter 
offer  reward 


The  daughters  of  Phoenix.  Am.,  coin  collector  and  dealer 
Peter  Grant  are  offering  a  $10,000  reward  for  information 
leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  person  or  persons 
responsible  for  the  robbery  and  murder  of  their  father 
Detective  Mike  Wheelis  of  the  Phoenix  Police  Depan 
mem  said  it  is  believed  the  murder  occurred  late  Dec  M  or 
early  Dec  15  at  the  dealer's  residence  at  5121  N  40th  St.,  in 
Phoenix  A  rough  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  material  tak¬ 
en  IS  $30,000-45.000.  With  approximately  600  I -ounce  silver 
rounds  among  the  more  recognizable  items  These  rounds 
were  minted  in  1972  to  celebrate  the  25lh  anniversary  of 
Grant's  restaurant.  Pete's  Fish  and  Chips 
Also  taken  were  10  bags  of  mixed,  unsoned  silver  dimes, 
quaner  dollars  and  half  dollars,  containing  $500  face  value 
each 

Grant.  72.  whose  cause  of  death  was  attributed  to  multiple 
gunshot  wounds,  was  found  in  the  kitchen  of  his  residence 
the  morning  of  Dec  15. 


In  1983.  Grant,  who  was  tired  of  having  his  10  restaurants 
robbed  and  burglarized,  decided  to  make  guns  available  to 
his  employees  He  was  concerned  for  the  safety  of  his  em¬ 
ployees.  said  Grant  s  son-in-law,  Claude  Adams  The  restau¬ 
rants  had  been  hit  by  about  250  crimes  ranging  from  minor 
vandalism  to  arson,  since  the  first  one  opened  in  1947 
His  decision  to  arm  his  employees  came  shortly  after  a 
store  manager  was  knifed  in  early  1983  Grant  and  Adams 
went  down  to  the  store  the  night  after  the  knifing  and  sal 
outside  watching  the  store  throughout  the  night 
After  the  incident,  he  supplied  the  employees  with  guns 
and  taught  them  how  to  use  them.  Adams  said  Adams  also 
said  that  crime  had  dropped  since  the  introduction  of  the 
guns

I  an  fairly  new  to  the  Silver  Collecting  hobby  but  it  is  one 
that  I  find  very  interesting.  While-  I  have  been  collecting  for 
about  two  years,  the  most  memorable  find  that  I  have  discovered 
was  the  following  which  nay  be  of  interest  to  some  of  our  other 
members. 

While  searching  for  a  Titanic  Bar  BHM-88,  I  found  out  that 
MSDACOIK  in  Las  Vegas,  Nevada,  was  the  sole  distributor  for  B.H. 
Mayer,  West  Germany.  Through  then  I  found  out  that  the  Titanic 
Bar  issue  of  5 00  was  completely  sold  out,  but  that  B.H.  Mayer 
would  strike  one  or  more  of  these  bars  per  special  order  because 
they  have  saved  all  the  d^es.  Also,  they  will  strike  one  or  more 
orders  of  any  bar  that  they  have  issued  over  the  years.  This 
information  might  be  useful  for  someone  trying  to  complete  a  set 
from  that  mint  or  in  my  case  get  a  bar  of  special  interest. 

While  I  am  writing,  I  have  some  questions  or  ideas  about  our 
hobby.  I  have  been  looking  for  a  list  of  Silver  Producers  or 
mints  and  have  found  very  little,  including  the  library.  Where 
could  one  find  a  list  of  minters  or  mints,  also  how  many  mints 
are  still  active  that  are  listed  in  guidebooks  etc.  Another  thought 
I  had  was,  with  the  number  of  new  bars  and  rounds  being  issued, 
is  there  a  way  we,  as  a  club,  could  ask  mints  that  do  not  identify 
their  pieces  to  do  so,  i.e.  (T  :  (The  Mint),  Madison  Mint)  by  using 
gidebook  designation  on  obsverse  or  reverse  of  Silver  Piece  or  put 
it  on  edge  as  some  serial  #'s  are.

Bullion  and  the  Numismatic  Zoo 


Maybe  I've  been  in  the  sun  a  bit  too 
long,  but  I  always  thought  the  whole 
idea  of  buying  bullion-related  items 
was  to  purchase  them  as  close  to 
"melt”  value  as  possible.  Apparently 
there  aren't  many  investors  who  share 
that  notion  any  more. 

Items  with  significant  numismatic 
value  usually  carry  a  significant  nu¬ 
mismatic  premium  far  above  bullion 
or  face  value.  If  the  spot  price  of  silver 
shoots  to  $100  an  ounce,  you  still  won't 
find  anyone  selling  1894-S  dimes  at 
only  a  buck  over  spot,  even  if  the  coins 
ddn't  come  housed  in  tightly  sealed 
plastic  slabs. 

The  values  of  rare  silver  and  gold  | 
coins  are  not  based  on  the  daily  flue-  1 
tuations  in  the  bullion  market,  but 
rather  on  general  trends  of  numismatic 
demand.  Auctions,  as  well  as  dealer-to- 
dealer  and  dealer-to-customer  transac¬ 
tions,  set  the  prices.  Yet,  many  "com¬ 
mon"  bullion  pieces  also  are  priced  far 
above  their  intrinsic  values  these  days. 
We're  talking  numismatic  zoo  here — 
Eagles,  Pandas,  Tigers,  and  even  Rabbits 
and  Rats. 

When  the  American  Eagle  fractional 
gold  pieces  first  took  flight,  some  retail 
buyers  happily  paid  40  percent  or  more 
above  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  coins 
just  to  be  the  first  on  their  block  to  own 
a  specimen  or  two.  Even  now,  when 
you  can  easily  obtain  enough  pieces  to 
pay  Bill  Cosby's  weekly  salary,  the  pre¬ 
mium  still  is  20  percent  or  more  above 


How  about  those  cute  Pandas'  The  Chinese 
are  mighty  clever 


melt  value  for  the  Vio-ounce  coins  A 
Canadian  Maple  Leaf  of  comparable 
weight  costs  maybe  8  percent  less. 

Then  there  are  those  gosh-darned 
cute  Chinese  Pandas  that  sell  quickly, 
even  though  the  1 -ounce  coins  com¬ 
mand  at  least  20  percent  above  melt 
and  the  'Zio-ounce  baby  Pandas  sell  for 
an  incredible  70  percent  above.  Some 
deep  pocket  buyers  are  even  eager  to 
spend  a  zillion  dollars  for  gold  Pandas 
weighing  a  full  pound  each.  Mighty 
clever,  those  Chinese! 

Or,  how  about  the  hors  d'oeuvres- 
sized  1 0-ounce  Isle  of  Man  crowns,  the 
Swiss  Helvetias  and  Singapore's  series 
commemorating  the  animals  of  the 
Chinese  lunar  calendar.  All  of  them  sell 
for  considerably  more  than  $1  over  spot 


.The  Singapore  Mint's  1987  "Year  of  the 
Rabbit1'  is  kmd  of  appealing,  but  I'll 
pass  on  the  issue  for  1984— the  "Year 
of  the  Rat.”) 

As  I  write  this  column,  it's  too  early 
to  determine  it  investors  are  netting

CHANGES  AND  CORRECTIONS  TO  THE  4th  EDITION

Much  information  and  corrections  plus  new 
additions  have  been  forthcoming  since  the  4th 
adition  of  the  "Silver  Art  Bar  Guide"  was  published 
I  can  still  remember  the  day  when  the  presses  were 
running  and  ink  was  being  put  on  blank  pages  (285 
to  be  exact,  plus  plastic  laminated  cover  sheets), 
rhese,  when  collated,  became  what  we  now  call  the 
1th  Edition.  I  was  in  Kentucky  at  the  time  attend¬ 
ing  the  2nd  I.A.S.A.C.  Convention  held  in  Cincin- 
aati,  Ohio,  Sept.  11,  12,  13,  &  14  -  the  date  was 
Sept.  10,  and  we  had  promised  to  distribute  the  4th 
pdition  at  the  Convention.  I  was  in  Archie  Kidd's 
office  and  he  had  been  working  day  and  night  with 
ais  staff  for  the  previous  2  weeks  trying  to  meet 
aur  deadline.  Anyhow,  on  Sept.  10,  we  realized  that 
«/e  were  NOT  going  to  meet  the  deadline;  our  aim  was 
300  bound  books  to  dealers  on  Convention  day  and 
taking  orders  for  future  deliveries.  Duane  Spell¬ 
man  lost  his  tan  and  wondered  how  he  was  going  to 
meet  his  commitments  (He  is  sole  distributor).  I 
told  him  I  would  pay  his  liquor  bill  and  the  flak 
would  be  easier  to  take.  So-o-o,  we  held  a  business 
meeting,  had  a  10th  cup  of  coffee,  and  decided  to 
correct  as  many  errors  as  possible  -  forget  the 
bound  books  for  now,  and  make  up  as  many  drilled 
loose-leaf  sets  as  we  could  to  furnish  to  Duane  for 
distribution.  This  we  did  and  Duane  actually  was 
furnished  285  copies  of  the  loose-leaf  book.  I'm 
Iglad  to  say,  these  books  went  in  a  hurry  and  were 
snapped  up  in  a  day  with  the  ink  barely  dry.  After 
that,  came  the  bound  books  and  laminated  covers 
two  weeks  later.  For  those  of  you  who  purchased  the 
loose-leaf  edition,  you  have  a  Limited  Edition  and 
should  treasure  it.
